Woodworking is rich in romance and tra¬ 
dition.

Clean out a space in 
your attic, garage, or cellar, get a few tools 
and you are ready to start. Your enjoyment 
of your hobby will grow in proportion to your 
effort. Your workshop will become a play¬ 
ground in which you will find relief from a 
strained business day. You will catch yourself 
whistling as you work, and your life will take 
on a new joy — the joy of accomplishment. 







SELECTING TOOLS FOR 
A HOME WORKSHOP 

W HEN you start a 
home workshop 
you are naturally in 
some doubt as to the 
first tools to buy. To 
help you make a proper 
selection, we have com¬ 
piled a list of tools 
for woodworking. These are available 
from your hardware dealer. 

The expense of procuring the tools listed 
should not be discouraging if you begin with 
the minimum set which we have listed as Pri¬ 
mary Tools. The other tools may be added as 
the need presents itself. 

A work bench can be bought or made at 
home. If you decide to make your bench, the 
“Stanley Plan Book,” described in this folder, 
will give you all necessary details. Also in this 
folder you will find complete information 
about Stanley Plans that are available. 

Be sure you get good tools. We cannot em¬ 
phasize this too strongly. The long life of a 
quality tool makes it decidedly more eco¬ 
nomical. A tool that is designed and made 
right will give you confidence as you use it. 
Manufacturers put their name on quality tools 
and make every effort to guard against de¬ 
fects in material and workmanship. This as¬ 
surance of quality is well worth the small 
difference in price. Good tools, like good 
friends, wear well. You will take pride in 
their possession. 

Select your tools carefully, and gradually 
add to your set as required. 

In the following list of tools, we have starred 




(*) a few of the common tools we recom¬ 
mend for persons who live in an apartment 
and who want just a few tools for handy re¬ 
pairs, such as putting up cup hooks, curtain 
rods, etc.
